Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-15 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: Prior art fails to show a radio transmitter, a 
thermoelectric module, a finned cooling element, attachment 
means for attaching the thermoelectric module to a hot surface 
of a motor vehicle, an electric storage device for storing 
energy generated by the thermoelectric module and providing 
power to said transmitter.
